The Slow Old Proceu by Which the Fancy 


Edges Are Made. 


Almost over sines the first books were 


m ado tho fashion of marbleizing the 
edges of many of them has been in 
vogno It used to bo, however, that only 
tho most expensive volumes — those 
bound in full calf and elaborately let- 
tered—had their edges thus garnished, 
but LOW such finishing is left, for the 
most part, foi ledgers, daybooks and 
ether blank books intended for business 
rise 


Though long before gilt edges were 


thought of the ornamenting of the plain 
white edges of books to imitate marble 
was popnlai, there has been little or no 
change in the process since its first in- 
troduction 


It is generally supposed that all such 


ilotaih have come under the stamp of 
tlio bookmaker's art until there is noth- 
ing left in them to remind one of their 
fn&t aud earliest1 days, but uot with 
maibhng As tiino has gone on the pop- 
ularity of this method of embellishing 
p iper has grov u less 
Consequently 


there has been no need to devise means 
by which it could bo more speedily done 
Ibero have been borne improvements in 
tho original methods, but most book- 
binders still stick to tho old way as 
good enough 


Instead of books whizzing through 


maohineiy one after another and taking 
on their marbled edges in some mysteri 
ous manner, as might bo supposed, each 
book is taknu by hand separately and 
tho loai es, flipped tightly held together, 
into tho liquid th-t maika their edges 
with the many colored little veins, be- 
fore the covers aro put ou 


A trough about two inches deep is 


filled with gum water, on the suifaoe of 
which \arious colored pigments ha^o 
been thrown and disposed in various, 
forms w ith n comb nnd coar&e wire teeth 


Ihe cans of liquid paint are ranged 


along the bides of the trough, and from 
them tho paint is taken by dipping into 
them loug, soft hairbrushes that are 
held ovei tho water and allowed to drip 
One color is put down right over tha 
othoi, and tho wide coarse comb drag- 
ged through them 
Tho books aro ex- 


tiomol} ilextoioufaly clipped into the wa 
tor, and tlio colors adhering to then 
edges aio set by dashing cold water over 
them 
But one ot tho throe edges at a 


time can bo maibleuod and set up ou 
end to dry before tho book can bo han- 
dled ngam for another dipping 
Thus 


tho Mnegiitod edges of books and mar 
bled papers foi the sides and covers of 
thorn .iro pioclucod 


Tho process may seem a little slow, 


but it auswois ill tho needs that the 
bookbinder finds for it —St Louis Re

able. Many school-rooms are all venti- 
lated and far too small, the number of 
sittings ie much larger than hygienic 
rules permit, and in the report it is 
considered as a matter for congiatula- 
;ion that two cellars have just ceased 
to be used as class-rooms. Ic, is gen- 
erally admitted that one teacher can- 
not instruct with the best results more 
than 35 or 40 pupils, and that, when 
large classes are necessary, advanced 
pupils ure more readily taught than 
tho snme number in primary grades, 
because older children 
have better 


habits of attention and methods of 
work than younger ones. In Brooklyn, 
however, the primary schools are " ex-

Sev- 
eral days ago a neighbor of mine sug- 
gested that the hydrant water of Beno 
ought to be washed in a solution of 
sheep dip. Another thought the water 
ought to be damned, and still another 
gave it as his opinion that the water 
company should be damned 


Yes, by all means, boil all the water 


used for domestic purposes. If it is 
used for irrigating or manure take it 
straight.
